Gardens by independent bookseller 
The Sandwich Bookshop, and the 
launch will be held in a marquee at 
the heart of the gardens. 

Mr Gavin will discuss the book and 
afterwards be signing copies. In 
Planting, he shares his experience, 
drawing on examples of gardens 
worldwide to show how you can create 
a unique space at home. 

The book explores an array of 
plants, where they come from, what 
grows naturally in which conditions, 
how they are used in gardens around 


the world and how people can use 
them in their own gardens. 

The book also aims to allow readers 
to discover the joys of creativity and 
watching things grow while learning 
how to connect garden-planting with 
the surrounding landscape and home. 

Mr Gavin has presented BBC televi¬ 
sion shows including Gardeners’ 
World Home Front with Laurence 
Llewelyn-Bowen and, in 2004, Gard¬ 
ens Through Time. 

In autumn 2004 he competed in 
BBCl’s Strictly Come Dancing and in 
summer 2006 he took to the saddle

Day visitors are 
high on the town 
council's agenda 


DETAILS of plans to en¬ 
hance the appeal of Sand¬ 
wich have been put forward 
by the town council. 

The long-term plan is part of a 
series of aims and objectives identi¬ 
fied by the local authority. 

The first part of the proposal is to 
open up the Gazen Salts area, which 
is mainly given over to wildlife. 

The Pfizer Monks’ Wall nature 
reserve, which is close by, could be 
linked to the area via a bridge which 
would expand access to both areas, 
and this proposal is a major part of 
the scheme. 

A car park in the area is also one 
of the council’s objectives, as this 
would also provide facilities for St 
Mary’s Church, which councillors 
want to develop as a centre for per¬ 
forming arts. 

Stonar Lake is another target area. 
It provides limited facilities for 
sports such as windsurfing, and the 
plan is to vastly increase the oppor¬ 
tunities for such activities. 

Walking, cycling and horse-riding 
routes are also seen as a priority. 
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The council says that a great deal 
of progress has already been made 
but it wishes to increase the net¬ 
works. 

Development of a business centre 
and a conference facility is also a fea¬ 
tured aim, as is development of 
attractions for young people, includ¬ 
ing a coffee shop and drop-in centre, 
a roller-blading park and an update 
to the youth club in operation. 

The idea of re-establishing a major 
football club for the town has also 
been put forward. 

The proposals include a look at 
what sort of people the town wants 
to attract as visitors. 

It states: “Marketing Sandwich. 
This is happening and is ongoing. 

“The target market is day visitors, 
short-break family visitors and over¬ 
seas visitors. 

“There is a need for middle-market 
hotel/motel accommodation. Rose 
Nursery, Dover Road, could offer a 
suitable site for motel-type accom¬ 
modation.” 
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Petition asks for lost 
trees to be replaced 

AN APPEAL for three trees to be 
planted to replace those removed from 
Hazelwood Meadow, Sandwich, has 
been sent to Dover District Council. 

Sandwich Town Council members 
heard that a petition had been put 
together by people in the area calling 
for trees to be planted after work had 
been carried out to protect the site. 

The original trees had been 
removed because of soil subsidence.

Columnist suggests 
swapping of lives 
for reality TV show

A SWAPPING of residents between 
east Kent villages and the inner- 
London borough of Hackney has 
been proposed in a tongue-in-cheek 
article in The Times. 

Columnist Robert Crampton put forward the 
light-hearted suggestion for a reality TV show 
in which dwellers of rural east Kent were 
brought to live in east London - while their 
counterparts moved to the coast. 

He wrote: “At this time of year, I spend many 
weekends in Kent, in a sleepy village just down 
the coast from Deal. 

“When I come back to Hackney on a Sunday, 
I like to imagine what would happen if the res¬ 
idents of the two areas swapped places. In fact, 
I always think it’d make a good reality TV show.” 

Mr Crampton then went on to compare the 
way that new surroundings might affect behav¬ 
iour patterns: “It’s hard to know if the youth of 
Hackney would be civilised by the genteel sur¬ 
roundings of rural Kent. 

“I suspect that while a few might be, many 


would retain the lively custom and practice of 
the inner city. 

“And, in the opposite direction, most of the 
elderly people (I’ve seen hill-top Sardinian vil¬ 
lages with a lower age profile than the Kent 
coast) transferred to east London would no 
doubt continue to observe their admirably 
impeccable manners. 

“And yet it’s the tiny minority that would go 
bad that make me chuckle. 

“Because, surely, for every 98 oldies who con¬ 
tinued to make light weather-related convers¬ 
ation in the shadow of the forbidding estates, 
you’d get at least a couple of geriatric hoodies 
who discovered an enormous relish for gobbing 


extravagantly in public places. And riding a 
bicycle with tiny wheels and very narrow han¬ 
dlebars. And swearing monotonously in loud 
voices. And who, in finishing a bottle of lager in 
the park, would learn to dispose of it by lobbing 
it over their shoulder.” 

Some residents of Deal were not altogether 
against the plan when shown the article. 

Mya Coe, 18, said: “I would really like the 
chance to live in London. The East End has got 
to be the place for music and fashion - especial¬ 
ly when compared with Deal.” 

But David Hannah, 40, wasn’t so sure: “I don’t 
think I’d like the noise and bustle and I hate 
using the Tube when I do go to town.”

Hundreds pack hall 
in war against 'giant 
compost heap' plan 


MORE than 200 people packed 
Eastry village hall for a meeting 
opposing the controversial proposed 
Tilmanstone waste plant. 

The public meeting, hosted by Kent 
County Council, was also attended 
by Charlie Elphicke, the Tories’ par¬ 
liamentary constituency can¬ 
didate for Dover and Deal. 

Mr Elphicke described the 
proposed development as the 
equivalent of every compost 
heap in the local area being 
combined into one. 

Representatives of other 
villages in Deal and Sand¬ 
wich were also present. 

“Residents of Tilmanstone 
have been up in arms about 
the proposed massive waste¬ 
processing plant in their vil¬ 
lage,” said Mr Elphicke. 

“So too have the nearby

villages of Eastry and Northboume, 
which are downwind. The plan 
described as ‘composting’ is not like 
the one at the end of a garden. 

“Its size is pretty close to every 
compost heap in east Kent rolled up 


and put in to one place. And it’s not 
made of grass and clippings, either - 
this heap would process manure and 
food waste.” 

Mr Elphicke added that he felt the 
scheme would provide no benefits to 
the environment because of the way 
it was being designed: “As it’s 
open air, the methane would 
not be captured - meaning 
the plant would damage 
rather than help protect the 
ozone layer. 

“Unsurprisingly, residents 
were concerned about 
smells, traffic, water-table 
pollution, bio-aerosols and 
other biohazards. 

“Hearing of the concerns, I 
conducted a consultation of 
all residents in the areas 
recently and was inundated 
with responses protesting 


against the plant.” 

Also at the meeting was county 
councillor Steve Manion, who is 
opposed to the plans as he said they 
would ruin the planned regeneration 
of the area.

Callout a letdown 
for lifeboat crew 

DOVER’S RNLI crew were called out 
after reports of a capsized boat in the 
Dover Strait. 

But when the volunteers arrived at the 
scene, 13 miles from Dover, the vessel 
was identified as a large weather balloon. 

It was the second time this year that 
the RNLI have been on such a call-out. 

In March, the crew fished out a large 
C-shaped party balloon after reports of 
an object floating in the Channel. 

Deputy second coxswain Mark Finnis 
said: “Whilst we were glad no one was in 
trouble and were able to put into practise 
our search skills, I’m slightly worried 
about how many balloon jokes we are 
going to hear over the next few weeks - 
I’m sure they’ll be a few floating about.” 
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Castle tunnels scene of 
fire crews' disaster drill

DOVER Castle’s secret wartime 
tunnels have been the setting for a 
major drill by Kent Fire and Rescue 
Services and English Heritage staff. 

The exercise, called Henry, saw a mock fire 
breaking out deep underground in the tunnels to 
see how fire crews and castle workers would 
respond in the event of a real blaze. 

Hundreds of “visitors” were on hand to make 
the task even more lifelike and fire crews from 
surrounding villages assisted in the task. 

Disaster 

Castle staff carried out an evacuation and roll 
call while fire crews made their way to the scene 
of the “disaster.” 

The drill, which was devised by Kent Fire and 
Rescue Services and the visitor operations team 
at the tunnels, saw unexpected incidents being 
thrown in, with a mock-sightseer collapsing from 
a heart attack. 

Three construction workers were also reported 
missing in the deepest of the tunnels - known 
as Dumpy - and additional firefighters had to

be called in from Whitfield and St Margaret’s 
to assist in the search and rescue mission. 

Two injured men were recovered by breathing 


apparatus crews in searching for the trapped 
trio and a third was discovered unconscious. 

The mock fire was then tackled by fire crews. 

Control room officers were also put through 
their paces to see how effective their response to 
the incident was. 

Tony Scott, watch manager and exercise direc¬ 
tor, said the drill was a success. 

“Praise must be given to both English Heritage 
staff and firefighters participating in this exercise 
- they all coped extremely well with a multitude 
of different challenges,” he said. 

‘We found it hugely useful to take part in an 
exercise like this. 

“Benefits included being able to test our contin¬ 
gency plans for incidents like this, to ensure they 
are fit for purpose and gaining practical experi¬ 
ence, including awareness of working with other 
agencies. 

“It also provided firefighters with a valuable 
training opportunity to learn the fundamental 
tasks and priorities for dealing with a fire in the 
tunnels.” 

Lyndsay Riley, visitor operations site supervi¬ 
sor, said: “The safety of our visitors and their 
enjoyment is paramount so we are pleased to 
have had the opportunity to work closely with 
KFRS to ensure our high standards are always 
upheld.” 


FERRY WORKERS JOIN BIG BEACH CLEANUP 



Staff from SeaFrance joined local volunteers in a 
clean-up of Kingsdown beach as part of the Marine 
Conservation Society's Beachwatch Big Weekend. 

More than 20 people took part in the clear-up 
which saw 29 sacks filled with rubbish.

Charity shining 
beacon of hope 
for ex-jailbird 


FACING a life on the streets of 
Dover after leaving prison was too 
much to bear for Nick Wallace. 

The 46-year-old, originally from Carlisle, 
had spent the last 30 years in and out of jail 
for petty crimes and was determined to turn 
his life around. 

But having faced a catalogue of tragedies, 
including the murder of his mother by his 
father in 1983, the father-of-six knew he 
needed help to get him back on his feet and to 
stay out of trouble. 

He said: “A prison officer told me about a 
charity called Porchlight and since then I’ve 
never looked back. 

“They helped me by giving me a place to live 
and the support I needed. I was institution¬ 
alised and couldn’t face real life. It it wasn’t 
for Porchlight I’d be back in prison.” 

The charity, formerly East Kent Cyrenians, 
was founded in 1974 and provides accommo¬ 
dation for homeless people across the county. 

It also gives floating support to vulnerable 
people to prevent them from becoming home¬ 
less. Each person is given the individual help 
they need to deal with their problems to help 
them stay off the streets. 

Nick was placed in Fern Court, on 
Leybume Road in Dover, six months ago after 
spending a year at Porchlight accommodation 
in Ramsgate. 

He said: “When I came out of prison my girl¬ 
friend broke up with me and I had nowhere 
to go. I’ve never lived on the streets but that’s 
what would’ve happened to me if Porchlight 
hadn’t helped me. 

“I’d lost everything, but the people at 
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Porchlight helped me build my confidence 
and now I find it a lot easier to talk to people. 

“I’ve changed a lot in the last six months. I 
think about things before doing them and I 
know I’ll never go back to prison. I’d like to do 
talks in schools to show children that it’s not 
worth getting into trouble.” 

Debbie Hunt, a Porchlight support and 
resettlement worker, has worked closely with 
Nick for the past six months. 

She said: ‘When I first met him he wouldn’t 
come out of his room, but he’s doing so well now.” 

Her colleague, Mark Parry, said the chari¬ 
ty’s main aim is to break the cycle that hin¬ 
ders many homeless people’s lives. 

“Once people are in that vicious circle of 
drugs or prison, and end up on the streets, it’s 
very difficult for them to get back on then- 
feet,” he said. 

“It’s too easy to slip back into it, so we are 
working constantly on a one-to-one basis with 
people to break that cycle.” 

Nick, who is currently recovering from a 
drug addiction with the help of methadone, 
now spends much of his time creating impres¬ 
sive matchstick models. 

One of his models, of a galleon ship, is 
on display at Elmley Prison on the Isle of 
Sheppey.

Clampdown on abandoned vehicles 


FIFTY abandoned and untaxed vehicles 
have been removed from the district’s 
streets in a four-day clamp down. 

Operation Cubit, which was launched in 
2001 by Kent Police, KCC, DVLA, Kent 
Fire and Rescue, district councils and the 
National Car Parking Service, has led to a 
50 per cent drop in abandoned cars in 
Dover. 

Figures have fallen from 658 vehicles in 
2006/07 to 329 in 2008/09. 

In a four-day clamp down from 
September 7-11, abandoned and untaxed 
cars were taken to a compound. 

Vehicle owners had to pay a minimum of 
£100 fine, a £21 storage fee plus a £160 


surety fee, which was refundable once a tax 
disc was purchased. 

If cars are not claimed within seven days 
they are destroyed. 

Cllr Nicholas Kenton, Dover District 
Council cabinet member for environment, 
waste and planning, said Operation Cubit 
is a great success. 

Sgt Guy Thompson, Acting Inspector of 
the Dover District Neighbourhood Task 
Team, said: “Members of the public are 
often contacting neighbourhood officers 
about untaxed and abandoned cars. 

“Operation Cubit shows how we deal with 
those issues with our partners and tackle 
the issues that matter to them.” 
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Paintball attack arrests 

POLICE in Walmer have made five arrests 
after a group of youths were seen firing a 
paintball gun at cars and houses. 

Two 16-year-olds and two men, aged 18 
and 19, all from Walmer, were arrested on 
suspicion of possessing a firearm with intent 
to cause fear. 

They were released on bail while officers 
make further enquiries. 

Another 16-year-old from the town was arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of assaulting a 42-year-old man 
from Deal who tried to stop the youths. 

He was released on bail until October 23. 

A paintball gun was found in a nearby 
alleyway and taken to Deal Police Station. 

Sgt Guy Thompson of the Dover District 
Community Safety Unit said: “Incidents of 
this nature are veiy unusual and we are look¬ 
ing into the circumstances. 

“I would like to add a warning that using 
BB and paintball guns in public is extremely 
dangerous and being in possession of a 
firearm in public is an offence for which you 
could be arrested.” 


Three bailed after raid 

POLICE in Dover have seized stolen items 
during a crackdown on burglary. 

Officers searched a caravan site in 
Snowdown where stolen property from two 
burglaries was allegedly found. 

Two men, aged 35 and 21, and a 15-year-old 
boy were arrested and bailed. 

Kurtis William Tipton, 39, of Stuart Road, 
Folkestone, was arrested for a separate burgla¬ 
ry at an address in Priory Hill in Dover in which 
three digital cameras, two laptops, computer 
games and jewelleiy were allegedly taken. 

He is due to appear at Folkestone court on 
Wednesday, October 21. 

MP stops for charity coffee 

MP Gwyn Prosser has helped raise money 
for Macmillan Cancer by taking part in the 
World’s Biggest Coffee Morning. 

He joined residents of Wellington Court in 
Deal on Friday and St Mary’s Church Hall in 
Dover on Saturday in the campaign.

Call to get rail stops 
reinstated triumphs 

TRAIN stops at Shepherdswell station have 
been reinstated after complaints were made by 
worried commuters about the removal of a 
number of services. 

New timetable arrangements, which are set 
to start in December once the full introduction 
of the high-speed service begins, initially saw 
some of the stops on the Victoria line removed. 

But after complaints from regular users, Dover 
and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser spoke to ministers 
and the chief executive of Southeastern Charles 
Horton to push for reinstatement. 

He said: “I’m delighted to announce the com¬ 
pany has taken on board the most serious of 
our concerns and agreed to include additional 
stops in services from Faversham to Dover 
Priory from December 13.” 

These include trains leaving Faversham at 
3.15pm, 4.15pm, 5.19pm, 6.19pm, 8.15pm and 
9.15pm, arriving in Shepherdswell 25 minutes 
after departure. 

Concerns 

Mr Prosser said: “I know these improvements 
won’t satisfy all the concerns expressed, but 
they will substantially reduce the gap in return 
services from London in the evening, which 
was causing most alarm. 

“I have also urged the chief executive to look 
again at up-line services and pressed him to link 
in Deal to the high-speed network to London.” 

A Southeastern spokesman said the company 
wanted to work with local stakeholders. 

He said: “Gwyn Prosser was at the forefront 
of the campaign to bring the high-speed train 
to Dover and his lobbying of ministers helped 
us deliver the project. 

“We have acknowledged the concerns raised 
by Mr Prosser and others about the impact of 
timetable changes on a number of his con¬ 
stituents and we have responded by modifying 
some of our standard services by reinstating 
some stops at Shepherdswell.”

Tell us something about yourself

A I was bom during the war in October 1943 
in Gravesend. My mother lived in Grays in 
Essex and my father died of cancer when I was 
nine. After an unspectacular schooling, at 16 I 
joined the catering unit of the RAF and 
became an apprentice chef. 

I worked at military bases, including two- 
and-a-half years in Cyprus. It was while there 
that I helped produce some sponsored fund¬ 
raising sketches which were broadcast by the 
British Forces Broadcasting Service to raise 
money for the Wireless For The Blind Fund. 

Having visited the BFBS studio and been 
very impressed, I used every excuse to visit the 
station. I did try to get myself seconded to the 
forces radio, but they would not accept people 
without relevant experience. 

The problem was how do you get experience? 
In those days there were no media courses. I 
came back to the UK in 1965 and heard Radio 
Caroline and Radio London, known as Big L, 
and thought I would just love to be on some¬ 
thing like that, but clearly they would want 
experienced people, too. 

Anyway, I took a huge gamble and pur¬ 
chased my discharge from the Royal Air Force. 

Luck was on my side as I heard some test 
transmissions being made by Radio Essex on 
222 metres medium-wave from a small fort- 
based pirate coming from Knock John Tower 
in the Thames and sent them a tape of me.

How did you first become involved in pirate radio? 


I was invited to attend an interview with 
the owner of Radio Essex at Southend-on- 
Sea. While being interviewed, I was asked 
what I did for a living and replied that I was a 
chef at a Folkestone hotel. I never realised that 
in these small stations everyone needed to be 
multi-skilled - it was run on a shoe-string - 
and my cooking ability plus my D Jing was just 
what they needed. It was just days later I 
found myself being literally hauled up on to 
their sea-based gun emplacement which 
served as a base for the radio station. 

A On Radio Essex we played pop music at 
night as the leader stations closed around 
midnight. However, during the day it was 
middle-of-the-road music directed at house¬ 
wives, playing the like of Frank Sinatra and 
Perry Como. I later moved to Radio 355, which 
was much more powerful and played a choice 
of soft pop, rather similar to BBC Radio 2 
nowadays. Then on Radio Caroline it was 
mostly the top 40 charts, known as the 
Caroline Countdown of Sound. 

What was the most enjoyable part of what you did then? 

A I certainly enjoyed the music - what a way 
to earn a living - but it was the communi¬ 


cation aspect which gave me the biggest buzz. 
We used to get letters from all over the place - 
it’s hard to explain now, with radio stations all 
over the dial. They were telling us how they 
appreciated what we were doing, particularly 
in the face of threats by the Government to 
close down the pirate stations.

What was the highlight of your pirate radio DJ career? 


A I suppose it was on August 14,1967, when 
I arrived on the MV Caroline, the very ship 
I had heard broadcasting back in 1965. It was 
an experience beyond my wildest dreams. 

Q Tell us about the role Folkestone played in the history of 
pirate radio. 

A Folkestone was used by Radio Invicta, a 
station based on Redsands Fort off 
Whitstable. 

After increased investment, this became the 
popular Radio 390. Offices were originally at 
Oxford House behind the Odeon Cinema in 
Oxford Terrace, but now demolished. Later 
offices were located at Queens House on the 
comer of Sandgate Road and Guildhall Street. 

Years later the Grand (then a hotel) opened 
up a disco called Seventies in the basement - 
most of the audio equipment was ex-pirate 
radio gear. 

Sadly, I never worked for either Radio 
Invicta or Radio 390, even though they were 
virtually on my doorstep.

Former addict has turned his life around and is helping others trapped by drugs 

If I can keep one person out 
of prison, it will be worth if 


Drug addiction's link to crimes committed to pay for the 
habit is well known. Darren Dilloway has served time in 
prison for drug offences but now works with the police and 
drug agencies to help people trapped by addiction. As part 
of our A Safer Kent campaign, taking a behind-the-scenes 
look at the work of Kent Police, TOM BETTS meets a man 
who has been on both sides of the system. 



TURNING your life around when 
you are fighting a £100-a-day drug 
habit is no easy task, but Darren 
Dilloway is living proof that it can 
be done. 

At the peak of his addiction, Darren was liv¬ 
ing in a nightmare, flitting between prison and 
hostels, with a spate of convictions, heroin 
overdoses and near-death experiences under 
his belt. 

He was losing the battle and thinks would be 
dead by now if he hadn’t finally decided to try 
to escape and salvage something from life. 

He said: “At one point I would honestly 
rather have been in prison than free. You get 
three meals a day, have no bills to pay and are 
looked after in a way.” 

Darren, 34, grew up in the Medway towns of 
Gillingham and Chatham and found himself 
in trouble with the police in his early teens. 

He dabbled with drugs such as cannabis, 
ecstasy, cocaine and LSD before an addiction 
to speed got the better of him and he started 
stealing to pay for his habit. 


Skipping school, unemployment, hanging 
around aimlessly and car-crime became the 
norm and he soon found himself inside, where 
he first took heroin. 

“Many people start to do it when they go 
inside as a ‘bird-killer’, to pass the time quick¬ 
er, and when I got out I realised I was addict¬ 
ed,” he said. 

Years of addiction followed, with crack join¬ 
ing heroin on his daily wish-list. 

He said: “All that interested me each day 
was getting money to buy drugs, taking drugs 
and everything that went with it. I knew the 
risks, but still I’d have tried anything. I was 
stuck in a vicious circle.” 

Talking about his crimes, he said: “The worst 
thing I’ve done is street robberies and burg¬ 
laries. 

“At one point I wouldn’t think anything of 
breaking into four or five houses a day at the 
peak of my addiction. It didn’t occur to me that 
there were victims - you don’t really think like 
that.” 

However, after he last came out of prison, for 
a garage robbery, Darren decided he had to 
make a change.

He said: “It had got to the point where I was 
sick of it. I decided I could beat it, but even now 
it’s an ongoing thing. I know that I could walk 
out of here and have the drugs I wanted in my 


hand in an hour, it’s that easy. I have to take 
each day as it comes.” 

Making the break with his old life and many 
old friends and acquaintances was part of the 
process. “I have had to take myself away from 
my old life and isolate myself from a lot of peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

Darren has been clean for 18 months and 
has carved himself a new life. He has success¬ 
fully completed a rehabilitation requirement 
and day programme and is facing the future 
with a renewed sense of hope. 

Now he is volunteering and helping others 
with their drug problems and has managed to 
get himself a flat in Gillingham to start a 
new life. 

Support 

Eventually he hopes to get a job as a drug 
support worker, helping young people under¬ 
stand what a life as a drug addict can be like. 

He said: “I want my story to be out there as 
it can show people they can turn their lives 
around. 

“It’s hard and you have to be ready and sta¬ 
ble in life, but it is possible. If I can keep one 
person out of prison it will have been worth it.” 

Chief Superintendent Steve Corbishley, who 
is in charge of the Medway area for Kent 
Police, arrested Darren when he was causing 
trouble and has seen him start to turn his life 
around. 

“I am delighted Darren is helping to stop 
others turning to crime,” said Chief Supt 
Corbishley. 

“He can talk to offenders and potential 
offenders in language they understand, and 
get across the message that crime really does 
not pay.”

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Watery web will catch flytippers

KENT has become the first county 
in the UK to use a hi-tech forensic 
marker spray to catch and deter 
flytippers. 

SmartWater is a permanent and invisible 
marking tool that is mainly used to protect 
property, but Clean Kent has now become the 
first agency to use the tool in this innovative 
way. 

The Clean Kent campaign is a multi-agency 
project led by Kent County Council in partner¬ 
ship with district and borough councils, Kent 
Police, Kent Fire and Rescue Service, the 
Crown Prosecution Service, the Highways 
Agency and the Environmental Agency. 

With help from former BBC TV Watchdog 
presenter Nicky Campbell, who now presents 
the breakfast show on Radio 5, the agencies 
demonstrated at Maidstone Studios how 
SmartWater will play a crucial part in the 
ongoing campaign to crack down on flytipping 
in Kent. 

Residents will be able to spray SmartWater 
on household waste before it is disposed of. If 
it is then found illegally dumped, officers can 
detect SmartWater using ultraviolet light and 
trace it back to the trader responsible. 

The invisible coding spray will remain on 
any object permanently, even if it is burnt, 
making it possible to trace the waste back to 


flytippers trying to cover their tracks. Clean 
Kent co-ordinator at KCC, Melanie Price, said: 
“SmartWater has been used throughout the 
country, and globally, to mark property, but we 
have been innovative enough to come up with 
this unique way of using it to deter flytipping. 

“Because it is invisible there is no way a 


trader could know if they are dumping 
unmarked waste illegally or marked waste. 

“We are hoping the risk will deter them and 
reduce fly-tipping in Kent.” 

SmartWater chief executive Phil Cleary, 
whose brother invented the product, said: “The 
use of SmartWater will help reinforce the mes-

sage to criminals that Kent is now a no-go 
zone for flytippers. 

“Through SmartWater, Clean Kent will have 
the technology to pursue convictions and will 
actively do so. 

“SmartWater maintains a 100 per cent con¬ 
viction rate when used as evidence in court, 
which will send a strong message to anyone 
considering flytipping.” 

The scheme is being piloted in the Swale and 
Sevenoaks areas first before it is rolled out to 
the rest of Kent. 

People found guilty of flytipping can face 
prison sentences of up to five years or a maxi¬ 
mum fine of £50,000. 


Railway offer

TOURISM bosses have revealed a 14 per cent 
increase in the number of visitors to the 
Garden of England so far this year. 

Visit Kent said families had been flocking 
to attractions such as Leeds Castle and 
Howletts and Port Lympne wild animal 
parks after a summer promotion in conjunc¬ 
tion with train company Southeastern. 

Figures from the tourism partnership show 
that 2,534,491 visitors came to Kent between 
January and July this year, compared with 
2,227,083 in 2008. 


The 2FOR1 promotion, which is continuing 
until March 2010, is available at more than 
70 attractions, hotels and restaurants across 
Kent. Visitors have to present a valid rail 
ticket from anywhere in Southeastern’s net¬ 
work along with a voucher downloaded from 
the campaign’s website or from promotional 
brochures at railway stations. 

More than 3,000 vouchers have been down¬ 
loaded and it is hoped at least 5,000 will be 
redeemed before the end of the promotion.

Surely cyclists are the worst 
example of green arrogance 


THE cyclist may just be the best 
example yet of that self-righteous 
arrogance that has spoiled Britain 
over the past 20 years. 

I tended to believe that the militant anti¬ 
smoker represented all that was worst about 
this country. 

And be clear here, I mean the irritating, 
supercilious ANTI-smoker as opposed to the 
far less dangerous NON-smoker, who accepts 
that people have different ways to live their 
lives and that compromise is one of the best 
attributes a person can possess. 

That holier-than-thou mentality runs so 
deep in these people that I have discovered 
over the years that the ANTI-smoker normal¬ 
ly has a string of other unreasonable intoler¬ 
ances that mean he, or she, is not a person 
with whom I will choose to spend my free time. 

They represent the worst of PC Britain and 
those people like fundamental Christians 
(well, fundamental anyone, really) who simply 


believe they are right because it’s too difficult 
to reconsider or admit they’re wrong (anyone 
who took huge, spiteful delight in the law 
against smoking in public places). 

But the militant bicyclist has come up on the 
outside and is now proving to be the most dan¬ 
gerous green Nazi in existence. 

We have spent millions of pounds in local 
taxes and Lotto grants to build them a net¬ 
work of cycle-paths across our fair isle. 

But that’s not good enough. Now Cycling 
England - an agency we fund through the 
Transport Department - wants the civil law to 
be changed so that drivers are automatically 
liable in the event of a crash. No matter who is 
at fault. 

So the Lycra Louts - who ride like they own 
the road, ignoring traffic lights and using the 
pavement when it suits them, especially in big 
cities - will have even less reason to be careful. 

They’ll be secure in the knowledge that 
when they do smash head-on into a truck as 
they go the wrong way down a one-way street 
(which is another change in the law being con¬ 


sidered), while they are recovering in hospital, 
at my expense, they will also know that com¬ 
pensation will be on its way from Mr Truck 
Driver, who is automatically to blame. 

Surely this is madness. 

Cyclists are at best a bunch of well-meaning 
folk who think that a mode of transport 
invented in the 19th century has a place on 
our busy 21st-century roads. Incorrect. 

At worst they are hoodlums who disregard 
the Highway Code believing they have the 
moral high ground because they are not pol¬ 
luting our planet. 

Witness the ridiculous anger they’ve shown 
over Boris Johnson’s sensible plan to open bus 
lanes to commuters on scooters and motorcycles. 
Absolute common sense and yet they have 
protested with an anger not seen since the last 
anti-fox-hunt protest outside Parliament. 

When cyclists start paying road tax (or VED 
for the picky) and have to pay insurance, then 
they deserve a voice. Until then, ignore them 
and tell them to use the cycle lanes we have 
built for them.

What does CASE Kent involve? 

CASE Kent is a council for voluntary service, which 
means it's an infrastructure organisation for the 
Voluntary and Community Sector (VCS). We cover four 
districts of Kent - Dover, Ashford, Shepway and 
Thanet. CASE Kent works to support the VCS in a 
number of ways, for example, giving advice on how to 
set up a group or funding applications, publishing 
newsletters and running training courses. 

What is your role and what does it involve? 

My job is funded by a Big Lottery Fund BASIS grant 
and my role is to establish and maintain a network for 
the voluntary sector in the Dover district. This helps 
information flow, both to and from the sector, as well 
as being a route for sharing good practice. 

Voluntary sector groups can sometimes feel isolated, 
so hopefully by bringing people together we can learn 
from each other. 

What does CASE hope to achieve in Dover? 

We want to strengthen the VCS and build on partner¬ 
ships within the sector and with statutory agencies. 
The voluntary sector undertakes an amazing amount 
of work every day and has an immense amount of 
knowledge and expertise. It's essential that it has a 
strong voice in local policy as well as carrying out the 
numerous vital roles it has in today's society.

Why we must act 
to clean the Stour 

The Environment Agency has 
indicated that the River Stour 
estuary and Pegwell Bay, plus 
the Stour upstream to above 
Ashford, is among the lowest two 
per cent of river sections for 
water quality. 

At times of low rainfall, up to 
70 per cent of the water in the 
mid-Stour between Ashford and 
Canterbury has passed through 
the Ashford sewage plant. 

Chemicals such as oestrogen 
are not filtered out and they 
severely affect wildlife. 

Similarly, the River Medway 
has badly polluted stretches. The 
Government is committed to the 
target of 95 per cent of rivers 
meeting European ‘good’ or ‘very 
good’ standards by 2015, but it 
will have its work cut out to 
achieve this. 

Factors affecting pollution of 
rivers in Kent and Medway 
include sewage run-off, reduced 
summer rainfall, poor farming 
practices and the heavy demand 
for drinking water. 

If we don’t clean up the rivers, 
a variety of species will be 
damaged or will not return to our 
rivers. This would include otters, 
kingfishers and water voles. 

KCC needs to adjust the Kent 
environment strategy and use 
available resources to assist in 
the clean-up of our rivers. 

The cost of meeting standards 
for England and Wales would be 
about £9 billion. This is a price 
we should pay to conserve wildlife.

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‘going rate’ for carbon, something 
that would cause a riot if extended 
to domestic gas and electricity bills. 

The missing billions have gone 
elsewhere, including police and 
healthcare. 

We have paid in advance for the 
road network that we and the 
nation needs - but are denied. 

Motoring costs less than 10 years 
ago? That idea can only come from 
‘twisted statistics’ - everyone’s 
wallets tell a different story. 

Likewise the claim that public 
transport needs more support. 

I’ll grant that infrastructure has 
been neglected and that some trains 
and buses are necessary, but in most 
cases they can only operate with 
heavy subsidies - currently about 
£5bn a year to trains and £2bn to 
buses. 

Buses also get subsidies to cover 
free passes, rural and evening/ 
weekend services plus 85 per cent of 
their fuel duty back. Yet still fares 
are sky-high and service levels 
inadequate. 

The greens should consider this 
supreme irony: the railway network 
they so love was largely constructed 
in the 19th century when coal- 
burning steam traction was dirty, 
noisy and generally polluting. 

If their green groups had been 
around then wielding the power 
they now do, it is very likely few 


railways would have been permitted 
to develop. 

Our Fair Deal For The Motorist 
campaign demands: 

• Ending the rip-off tax system - no 
higher duties or ‘green taxes’ and 
investing in roads to keep Britain 
moving. 

• ‘No’ to road pricing in any form or 
by stealth, and privacy, not tagging 
and tracking. 

• Real road safety, not cameras. 

• Honesty and respect for drivers, 
not spin and excuses.

AFTER 50 years in the business, Joe Brown 
is still one of the country’s most enduring and 
acclaimed musicians.

The humble origin of a 
highly-evolved career

PAUL Bettany has been wowing 
theatre-goers and independent 
movie fans for years, but it took his 
buttock-baring turn as Chaucer in 
A Knight’s Tale for Hollywood big¬ 
wigs to sit up and take notice. 

He now cites roles in The Da Vinci Code and 
Oscar-winning movies A Beautiful Mind, 
where he met his wife Jennifer Connelly, and 
Master And Commander among his impres¬ 
sive resume. But his latest role has proved his 
most daunting yet. 

In Creation, Bettany plays the revolutionary 
scientist Charles Darwin, author of arguably 
the most explosive book in history, On the 
Origin of Species. 

Published 150 years ago, the book was a cul¬ 
mination of more than 20 years of research 
inspired by his travels as a young man. 

In the work, he revealed a scientific explana¬ 
tion for the diversity of species, including the 
evolution of man, and forever changed the way 
we view our place in the world. 

Creation is based upon Annie’s Box, a book 
written by Darwin’s great-great grandson, 
Randal Keynes. 

In it, we see Darwin as a young and vibrant 
family man - albeit one whose mental and 
physical health gradually buckles under the 
weight of guilt and grief for a lost child, his 
beloved ten-year-old daughter, Annie. 

A man tom between his love for his deeply 
religious wife and his own growing belief in a 
world where God has no place, Darwin even 
wrote that by effectively Tailing’ God he felt 
like he was “confessing a murder”. 

So there’s much to talk about as I prepare to 
interview the 38-year-old actor. Opening a

door, I step into a grand but dimly-lit room. 
There is shelf upon shelf of books but no sign 
of Mr Bettany, so I take a seat and only then 
do I notice the soles of two feet hanging off the 
end of a line of chairs. 

“Um... Paul,” the PR says gently and a rather 
tired looking Bettany pops his head up. 

It turns out Bettany is feeling rather poorly 
but, ever the professional, he takes his seat 
under the spotlight and ploughs on. 





His blue eyes may look slightly glassy but 
even in this exhausted state, Bettany still 
makes a striking figure. Tall and slim, his hair 
shaved for a film role but it only maximises his 
razor-sharp cheekbones. 

“Darwin’s a bit of a hero of mine. I think he 
was an extraordinarily brave human being,” 
he says in quiet but well-spoken words. “I like 
the idea of a person who is a social conserva¬ 
tive having this revolutionary idea.” 

He felt particularly close to his character 
while filming at Darwin’s actual home, Down 
House in Kent: “It was beautiful. I am not par¬ 
ticularly sentimental but I was really moved. I 
found it extraordinary to walk that walk 
where a great deal of his thinking was done. 
You felt a bit like a ghost for a second.”

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Still the nation of gazumpers 



BAD NEWS DAY: Research shows that one in five of us are happy to shatter the dreams of other home-buyers

A STUDY has found that gazump¬ 
ing continues to be a significant 
issue in the UK property market. 

Despite the slow sales that have been such a 
feature of the property downturn, more than 
one person in 10 who responded to a question 
about sales being hijacked at the last minute 
said they had been a victim of such actions. 

And more than one in five said that if the 
opportunity arose for them to pursue a last- 
minute sale at the expense of another pur¬ 
chaser, they would do so without taking 
anyone else’s feelings into consideration. 

Gazumping happens when someone makes 
an offer on a property that is agreed to, only for 
someone to come in at the last minute and 
make the purchase with a higher offer. 

It works because any agreement between 
buyer and seller is not recognised in law until 
a contract has been signed. 

It is the period between when an offer is 
made and when a contract is signed that cre¬ 
ates room for gazumping, with the original 
buyer losing out if they will not beat the later 
offer. 

The figures mean home-buyers could be 
forking out up to £290 million annually in 
pointless surveys, searches and lawyers’ fees 
when they are gazumped at the last hurdle, 
according to a new study from leading inde¬ 
pendent personal finance website Fool.co.uk. 


From a survey of 2,000 of its readers, 
Fool.co.uk - which was looking at malpractice 
within the industry - found that 12 per cent 
had been gazumped over the past year. 

More startlingly, 22 per cent revealed they 


would attempt to gazump a sale if they could, 
and the property were desirable enough, with 
11 per cent describing it as a “necessary evil”. 

Gazumping is especially a problem for first¬ 
time buyers, who are unlikely to have the 


available capital to match a gazumping bid, 
especially when more than 10 per cent of the 
UK property market is now powered by buy- 
to-let operations with deeper pockets. 

According to Alison Hunt at Fool.co.uk, there 
are some basic steps that a buyer can attempt 
to make to prevent gazumping: 

1. Insist the property is removed from the 
market. 

2. Sell your property before buying another. 

3. Exchange contracts as quickly as possible. 

4. Maintain a good relationship with the 
seller. 

5. Work with agents on an exclusive basis. 

In the meantime, buyers are warned to be 

aware of the risk of being gazumped, though 
as house prices stall, and sales volume stalls, 
property-buyers may be increasingly less like¬ 
ly to suffer from being gazumped. 

David Kuo, head of personal finance at 
Fool.co.uk, said: “For many people, the pur¬ 
chase of a house will probably be the biggest 
single acquisition they will ever make. 

“It can take months of searching to find the 
ideal home and anything that dashes the 
dream can be emotionally draining, especially 
if it is the result of being gazumped. 

“But it’s not only emotions that get hurt 
when you are gazumped - finances can take a 
battering, too. 

“Consequently, it is important to minimise 
the chances of being gazumped, though it is 
not possible to eliminate the risk completely. 

“It is sometimes said that gazumping is the 
price we pay for free-market competition.”

Confidence grows as 
investors back property 

ALMOST half of UK consumers believe 
that buying property is the best way to 
invest money. 

In a study by Scottish Widows, 48 per cent 
of those polled said investing in property 
was the best way to maximise returns on 
hard-earned cash. 


This figure is a significant increase on 12 
months ago, when just 28 per cent of those 
surveyed cited property as the best choice of 
investment. 

Commenting on the results, Jason Butler 
of Bloomsbury Financial Planning said 
investors should avoid “backing one horse”, 
adding that there was no such thing as a 
“best investment”. 

He acknowledged that many investors 
“want to invest in [property] over and above 
other investments”. 

However, he warned that investors look¬ 
ing to build their property portfolio should 
proceed with caution because the property 
market fluctuated depending on the bor¬ 
rowing options available. 


FIRST-TIME buyers will be happy to learn 
that mortgage-lenders are now asking for 
lower deposits. 

According to Mortgageforce, the average 
deposit required in August was 21.25 per cent 

- down from 25 per cent the previous month. 
The move is regarded as a sign that confi¬ 
dence is returning after months of gloom. 

Katie Tucker, Mortgageforce technical man¬ 
ager, said: “More generous deals are available 

- the ongoing stability of house prices reduces 
the risk of negative equity and repossessions 
that lenders are keen to avoid, so we should 
see more accommodating terms.” 


However, Ms Tucker also advises borrowers 
to be clear about the difference between ‘dis¬ 
count’ and ‘tracker’ loans, explaining that 
discount rates do not follow the base rate. 

They are instead linked to bank and build¬ 
ing society standard variable rates, which can 
be changed at the lender’s whim. 

In related news, prospective buyers should 
be aware that from January next year, stamp 
duty will be reintroduced on properties over 
£125,000. 

This time last year, the Government opted to 
increase the stamp duty threshold from 
£125,000 to £175,000.

Baby Land Rover given 
the green light to roll 

LAND Rover has confirmed it will press 
the production button on its exciting 
LRX concept (pictured) - it goes on sale 
in 2011. 

Billed as the “smallest, lightest and 
most efficient vehicle” LR has ever pro¬ 
duced, it will slot in below the current 
Freelander and is tipped to offer greener 
technologies including a hybrid power- 
train option. It will also guarantee the 
future of the newly-formed Jaguar Land 
Rover group’s production plant at 
Halewood, Merseyside. 



Hybrids can be fun as 
Peugeot aims to show 

PEUGEOT is not only readying a diesel- 
electric hybrid for sale, but also pitching 
the idea that hybrids can be fun. 

The type will debut in the French mar¬ 
que’s new Nissan Qashqai-bashing 
3008, launched initially in conventional 
mode next month, but the RCZ Coupe 
hybrid concept spin-off pictured here 
raises the pulse more than most hybrids. 

It has 200bhp from electrically driven 
rear wheels and a diesel front end, yet 
averages nearly 80mpg and evades road 
tax with just 95g/km of C02 emissions.

when needed, while sipping fuel when driven 
sensibly, all helped by a beautifully weighted 
six-speed gearbox. 

A mid-life facelift added some of BMW’s 
EfficientDynamics technology; energy recov¬ 
ery from braking now tops-up the battery to 
prevent the alternator sapping engine power. 

As usual, official fuel figures are optimistic, 
but averaging nearly 50mpg is not unreason¬ 
able unless you exploit the engine’s low-mid 
range punch and amazing poise for such a big 
car (0-62mph in 8.3 seconds); balance and 
economy is helped by all-aluminium bodywork 
ahead of the windscreen. It will hustle along 
country lanes making about as much fuss as it 
does when quietly cruising motorways. 

The cabin is spacious and typically well- 
arranged, if clinical, and now features a more 
user-friendly sounds/navigation/technology 
interface than on launch models. 

Leather is a £1,340 ‘must have’ extra to an 
otherwise attractive £27,430 price for an entry 
level 5-Series that is a long way from petrol 518i 
‘poverty spec’ models of past generations, when 
snobby company car users would ask for the boot 
badge to be deleted from their order - ‘520d’, 
on the other hand, may be worn with pride. 


FOR years, the BMW 5-Series held 
pride of place in the management 
suite. But a new recruit with a famil¬ 
iar name has upset the seating plan. 

This upstart is Jaguar’s stunning new XF 
and, all of a sudden, even the big selling BMW 
520d - the number one aspirational manager’s 
motor, which outsells all other 5-Series models 
put together - looks like history... Or does it? 

Launched in 2003, current 5-Series styling 
remains controversial and, while this has 
helped maintain freshness, previews of a 
looming replacement suggest a comeback for 
BMW conservatism.

Dover Sharks also 
tasted victory, winning 25-17 against Old 
Colfeians, but Folkestone’s 100 per cent 
start to the season came to an end as 
they went down 20-12 to Medway.

CATCH OF THE DAY 



This week's fishing 
is all about whiting 

By TONY HILLS, a keen beach 
and boat angler with 50 years' 
experience fishing Dungeness and 
District and vice-chairman of the 
Dungeness Angling Association 

WHITING, whiting and more whiting of 
various sizes are being caught in these 
calm, clear conditions. Why couldn’t we 
have had this in August for the mackerel? 

The tides are building from today 
onwards, with 7.4 metres plus at the week¬ 
end with a rising south-westerly wind, so 
the cod should be on the cards. 

PIRATE SPRINGS AND UTTLEST0NE: Night-fishing 
on the evening tides should produce whit¬ 
ing plus the odd surprise. 

BACK OF THE BOATS: This weekend could be 
dynamite, and I mean cod if we get the 
south-westerly blow on a rising tide. Keep a 
lookout for a change in the weather. 
DUNGENESS: Again at low water on a rising 
tide should improve towards the weekend 
with whiting, dabs and cod. 

DENGEMARSH AND GALLOWAYS: This cracking 
storm beach comes into its own on a south¬ 
westerly three to five. Besides the species 
mentioned I would add bass, this is the time 
to get a big one. 

JURY'S GAP: Should fish over high water later 
in the week depending on the weather. It’s 
easier to fish in a big blow (if you can stand 
up) than further up the bay. 

BOAT FISHING: Codling are moving in big 
numbers, with many fish being caught in 
the eight to ten pound class and it should 
get even better with the rising tides. Kerton 
Road is starting to get busy a month earli¬ 
er than usual. 

The first part of the week should offer 
near perfect conger conditions.
